The national Archives 
will prepare special cases of varying sizes, constructed in part or entirely 
of translucent materials, in which objects or materials that do not present ’ 
unusual problems of size or shape may be vierved by researchers. The Archivist 
reserves the right to limit the number of such items that ray he shown to a * 
researcher within a given period of tine, as it vill be necessary for a member 
of the ctcff of the Rational Archives to be present at tinc 3 during the 
viewing of such items. Researchers vill not be permitted to view the incased 
items unattended or to touch or handle in any v;y the items themselves , eit her 
rmually or with instruments. To the extent possible, photographs of these 
materials vill be fumiched to researchers as a substitute for visual examina- 
tion of the items themselves. In the event that existing photographs do not 
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ncct the needs of the researcher additional jhotocrajhic views vill be made. 
A dierce may be cade for unusually difficult or tins-consvcsinc photocrajhy.
